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MARCH OF DIMES 
The fight between man and polio has be­ 
come a bitter tug-of-war which only un­ 
paralleled success in the current March of 
Dimes drive 
can decide in favor of man­ 
kind. 
While scientists, supported by the March 
of Dimes, sought a means of preventing 
polio’s crippling after-effects in a mass test 
of 55,000 youngsters, polio claimed approxi­ 
mately the same number of victims through­ 
out the country in an outburst as perverse as 
it was unprecedented. In the year 1952 there 
were 57,219 cases of polio, the worst polio 
year of all time. 
Despite polios excesses in 1952, Basil 
O’Connor, president of the National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, said it is hearten­ 
ing to know that many are living and walk­ 
ing today because of the safeguards de­ 
veloped, maintained and made wonderously 
available by the organization whose lifeblood 
is vitalized by the magic of the March of 
Dimes. 
Ninety thousand persons, most of them 
children, were aided by the March of Dimes 
last year. Expenditures amounted to $29,- 
000,000 in March of Dimes funds. This was 
five million dollars more than was spent lye-

W ith characteristic simplicity. 
General Eisenhower kept to a pre­ 
pared agenda of items.

that were unsuspected by them. For the correction 
of these unsuspected conditions. 59 per cent have 
changed their living habits; 57 per cent have re­ 
ceived medical treatm en t: 21 per cent had surgical 
treatm ent for conditions they did not know exist­ 
ed previous to their exam ination.”

they miss the first try , they get ano ther chance. Did y o u ev er 
see sueh fo ul sho o ting?” 
Earl Terwilliger, the Three Bro s, co ach, dislikes the new rule 
fo r sev eral reaso ns. 
“ It makes the game to o lo ng,” he o bserv ed. “ It cheapens the 
fo ul sho t and do esn’t reduce the number o f v io latio ns. At least 
y o u eo uldn't pro v e it by to night's game.” 
Coach G. W arren Kias of-Kingston High, who is certainly a con­ 
servative coach by nature, feels the rule should be given a chance. 
O ther m em bers ol the coaching fraternity don't share his views. The 
Otsego county conference recently rejected it ar.d decided to finish 
the season under the old rules. 
Boh Magill and Buck Gros, two of the DL’SO League’s top five 
referees, predict the rule will be scrapped at the end of the season, 
if not before. Already there is evidence of defections in various high 
school and conferences around the country . 
Since Hick ey ’s reasons for supporting the one-in-one merit con­ 
sideration. let’s see what he has to say about it. 
“ I’m no t co ncerned by the few minutes’ ex tensio n o f the o v er­ 
all time taken to plav a game,” said the Biiliken mento r in co n­ 
sidering the o bv io us dev elo pment o f the new rule. “ A basketball 
game lo ng has h“ en to o sho rt in time to sutist> the entertain­ 
ment aspect o f the game and as pro o f o f this is the fact that 
do ubleheader pro grams flo urish in many cities. One game appar­ 
ently wasn’t eno ugh fo r an ev ening’s entertainm ent.” 
He believes, too, that the one-and-one rule work s to the advantage 
of play ers in another im portant aspect 
............................................................... 
“The modern game of bask etball is play ed at a terrific rate and 
these periods will be beneficial to play ers lor needed rest and organ­ 
ization periods among themselves; time to correct and improve their 
play . 
Hick ey added that, while he was not teady to concede that the 
new rule is the correct answer, he approves the intent to eliminate 
an evil of the game. "It was apparent that some sty les of bask etball 
had begun to capitalize on the cheapness of the foul penalty and such 
development was more detrim ental to the game than little more delay 
in play .” 
The pro fessio nal o bserv er will respect Hickey ’s v iews and 
co ncede they carry co nsiderable merit. But the fans and the v ast 
majo rity detest it. Nex t y ear o ne-and-o ne will no t add up to two .

Billikens, who is regarded as a conservative with respect to rules, 
would have enjoyed watching the hassle between the W oodstock 
Varsity and the T hree Bros. Farms M onday night at the village 
school gym. 
Hickey, who led the Billikens to national rating, stands strongly 
behind the rules committee as a m atter of principle in the contro­ 
versial "one-and-one" rule 
The game epitomized all of Hickey’s theoiies about the new rule. 
It dragged for nearly two hours; it had 71 personal foul calls, a couple 
of technical fouls and between them the teams missed something like 
70 foul attempts. 39 bv Three Bros, and 31 by Woodstock 
“ It m ake* lazy, sloppy foul shooter* of the players.” said 
W oodstock roach. W alter Van W agenen. “The kids know that if 
they m iss the first try, they get another chance. Did you ever 
see such foul shooting?** 
Earl T erw iiligcr, the Three Bros, coach, dislikes the new rule 
for several reasons. 
“ It m akes the gam e too long,” he observed. “ It cheapens the 
foul shot and doesn’t reduce th e num ber of violations. At least 
you couldn’t prove it by ton igh t’s gam e.” 
Coach G. W arren Kias o f-Kingston High, who is certainly a con­ 
servative coach bv nature, feels the rule should be given a chance. 
Other members ot the coaching fraternity don’t share his views. The 
Otsego county conference recently rejected it and decided to finish 
the season under the old rules. 
Boh Magill and Buck Gros, two of the DUSO League’s top five 
referees, predict the rule will be scrapped at the end of the season, 
if not before. Already there is evidence of defections in various high 
school and conferences around the country. 
Since Hickey’s reasons for supporting the one-in-one merit con­ 
sideration, let’s see what he has lo say about it. 
“I’m not concerned by the few m inutes’ extension of the over­ 
all tim e taken to play a gam e,” said the Billiken m entor in con­ 
sidering the obvious developm ent of the new rule. “A basketball 
gam e long lias tven too short in tim e to satisfy the en tertain ­ 
m ent aspect off the gam e and as proof of this is the fart that 
doubleheader program s flourish in many cities. One gam e appar­ 
ently w asn’t enough for an evening’s en tertain m en t.” 
He believes, too. that the one-and-one rule works to the advantage 
of players in another important a s p e c t ............................................................................ 
"The modern game of basketball is played at a terrific rate and 
these periods will be beneficial to player* tor n e e d e d rest and organ­ 
ization periods among themselves; tim e to correct and improve their 
play. 
Hickey added that, while he was not leady to concede that the 
new rule is the correct answer, he approves the intent to eliminate 
an evil of the game. “It was apparent that some styles of basketball 
had begun to capitalize on the cheapness of the foul penalty and such 
development was more detrimental to the game than little more delay 
in play .” 
The professional observer w ill respect H ickey’s view s and 
concede they carry considerable m erit. But the fans and the vast 
m ajority d etest it. N ext year one-and-one w ill not add up to tw o.

Woodstock, Jan. 14—In view of 
a situation which has arisen in 
connection with the portion of the 
Woodstock village green which is 
ow’ned by the Woodstock Dutch 
Reformed Church, the Rev. H ar­ 
vey I. Todd, minister, has issued 
the following statement 
in ex­ 
planation of the church's action 
in closing the green to the public 
as a playground: 
"We the people in the Dutch 
Reformed Church of Woodstock 
realize that it will he something 
of a shock to the people in the 
community to find that the village 
green is absolutely barred to the 
children and others as a play­ 
ground. The situation simply is 
this. The church has been held 
responsible 
for 
accidents 
that 
have unfortunately hapixmed on 
its property, and the insurance 
company has had to pay ten times 
in 
claims 
the 
premiums 
that 
the church has paid. 
Now the 
company has served notice that 
it will term inate our insurance on 
a date mentioned very close at 
hand. It will not be easy to re­ 
insure in another company, be­ 
cause obviously we have shown 
ourselves a poor risk. 
"Part of the cost, perhaps a 
third or more, has been caused 
because jieople have chosen to 
bring 
suit 
against 
the church. 
This has meant that lawyers and 
court costs have been added to 
the normal claims. In every case

we have asked those, who have 
claims, to present them to the 
church. 
In no case has such a 
claim been presented to us. and 
with but one exception each claim 
has been made by a resident of 
our community. 
"The church has been 150 years 
in this community, has served it 
well and time and again has made 
its property available for public 
purposes. 
We shall endeavor to 
continue in this way in the future. 
But it will be necessary for any 
organization using the property in 
the future to show that it is pre­ 
pared to assume at least a share 
in the responsibility tor claims that 
may be made on account of ac­ 
cident, a responsibility that in any 
event will finally rest upon the 
church. 
"So you now* understand why 
the church has to protect itself 
as best it can. 
Unless we can find 
another company to insure the 
profieity, our church will ha\e to 
settle all such claims with its own 
resources. 
If these are excessive, 
it would have to mortgage its 
property; it might have to dispose 
of the green to some business en­ 
terprise and get rid of the prin­ 
cipal cause of worry to us and 
those who are asked to insure us. 
Property Protected 
"We are sure that the property 
is as safe and well protected as 
any in the community against ac­ 
cident. 
But who knows whether 
someone is going to fail over the 
Memorial, or over the curb or over 
a hole in the street running along 
the front ol 
the church, which 
technically is church property, or 
just anywhere and present a claim 
for injuries received? 
We have 
always held it good sensible prac­ 
tical Christianity that insurance 
against accident allows unfortu­ 
nate people help in defraying doc­ 
tors’. hospital and other expense. 
It is to be greatly regretted that 
excessive claims so often granted 
in our court of law* utterly defeat 
this Christian end of helping the 
unfortunate.
